Now, we don't, prcpoaa to conciliate tho 
Ncrtb, for the rirsplc rcaion that they h&ve 
the (,cwer to concilbte themselves. They 
can dictate terms, right cr wrrng, if not one 
way then ano.her. As they have the destiny 
of this country in their hands, they have the 
responsibility now of a final settlement. They 
eschew all responsibility for what hss hap- 
pened, but impartial history will tell the plain 
truth, that they provoked the rebellion. Tbey 
did what was calculated to bring trouble, ac- 
cording to all the lessons cf txyerience in 
gcvernmect. Their fidelity to the Constitu- 
tion and the GcxerTirnent, when it was not in 
their bands, is well understood. They do not 
see their own crimes. They lay them on God 
or destiny. 

Now, we want this ptrty to provoke no 
more rebellions. Tbe disastrous end of this 
one will be a warning for a time; juit as lcrg 
as the pressure la6ts. 

But there is a warning on the other sUe. A 
country can't aff jrd to put down such rebell- 
ions often. The eacrifics of hundreds of thou 
sands of lives, and a debt of four or five thou 
and millions to tax the toil and sweat of all 
generations to come, is a solemn warning to 
Filers not to provoke such a contest nor to 
encounter ano.ber. 

Tbe ret possibility of rebels ends with their 
overthrow; but that of tbe Government re- 
m«lns. Its lmpera'ive duty is to provoke no 
u.ore rebellions, and leave no teeds of any that 
cau be smothered out. 

We don't apprehend that the msj irity will 
get up a rebellion against themselves, and 
bence there is no danger of a rebellion now 
freiu them. We don't think it necessary to 
cor ciiiate them to keep down rebellions. 

We see, however, an tx raordinary conges- 
tion of Federal power in Executive hand*, and 
every diapesition tc enhance it without limit. 
No usurpation of power, to pofsible violation 
cf UoLb'itutiocp, no invasion of the rights of 
periotiS and property, awahen ajy tppreiien- 
sions. We have what we nt-vbr had before — 
an enormous debt, which must bring oppies 
sive acd unequal taxation. We bsve a cur- 
rency Ml in the hands of the Federal Govern- 
ment. And, last of all, this everlastirtr negro 
iiuestlon. It is only shifted a little, and in a 
tnora ttninansftahlw position loan it W3S be* 

lore. 

If there were c.ufes that could had to re- 
bellions btfore, what are there no*? 

Then it it not worth while to disguise the 
fact thu the Government has to deal with v^t 
populations diaaffictod, not at all cMspcsed to 
co-cperate with it in anything. Hence we eay 
it is tbe duty of pew r to cone liate. If they 
muet have all the conciliation themselves, 

this country can't afford any more rehellionr . 
It cm no more afford it thin the rebels can 
ufl'ord to g't them up. Rebellions are not 
prevented by heavy penslties and terrible 
severity. Moderation and forbearance alone 
prevent them. 

Wisdom and moderation might have pre- 
vented this rebellion. They were not found, 
and ambitious men were left with all the ma> 
terial to gr-t it up In their hands. They have 
learned a lesson; but if the Government learns 
nothing, it will be cf no permanent value. 



^jefThe New York Tribune contains an 
address of an association the object of which 
is thus stated: 

Assuming, as an inevitable remit of causes 
sow at work, that tbe future b'.ains of sll loyal 
p ople in the South whl be that of lull eqaal- 
ity before the law, it aims to secure to the 
black man the advantages of education, and, 
thrcugh him, to the ccuutry the benefits to be 
derived fr m the new order of things. It is 
ui enterprise found'd in the interest of hu- 
manity, rnd conducted for tie promotion of 
clvil wlioD. As such, it is commended to 
public favor. 

These progressives make several staiemerts 
of tbeir object*. One is, to assist the colored 
man to rise from tbe condition to which 
slavery has degraded him. Of course it is well 
understood that when the negro was brought 
herehewes an educated, eltvited and culti- 
v*ted fp'.cimtn of the genus homo; but the 
slaveholder took him , and made him ignorant 
and dee:aded. 

They tell us that the negro is the most do- 
cile and easUy governed of all the untutored 
races. That is the reason these fellows like 
him. They are fond of governing, snd feel 
rather favorable to thoEe who submit to their 
rule. • 

They spjak of herds of lmbruted slaves in 

been vastly improved. 

They will soon have it all fixed, tnd make 
the negro much better than hundreds of thou 
saids of white men and women in the free 
8tates who can't read or write. 

In the meantime, a call was made for char- 
ity to 20,000 negroes gathered about Washing 
ton. The Tribune demurred; said it is the 
desgn that men and women must work for a 
living; that wages were high, and employment 
cou'd be had: 

"BOOT, HCO, OB DIB."

MR You (ell into a grave error in the re- 
marks on the 30,000 destitute freedmen in the 
District of Columbia, in aseumirg that they 
are mm. There a-e really no male tduito 
among them. No bcaltny man, black or 
white, seeds alms in Washington. But it is 
the women and children — the women with the 
inrntrnoraitrei of children— the wives, many of 
them, of soldiers and teamsters away in our 
armlet— acd the sick, whom the society, of 
which the ltcv. William H. CManMng is Tresi 
dent, is trying to relieve and afford employ 
mm'. G. £. B. 

lb marks — "The wives of soldiers and team- 
atets" ought to be subsisted by a regular as- 
tipnment of the greater portion of their bus- 
btnd .' t«y snl bcuaty, and not be dependent 
on alma. 

If there be absolutely destitute mothers with 
ama'l children, tbey should be dispersed 
about the country, where they can live cheaply 
and hnd work, rather than huddled together 
ia Washington and its suburbs, where they 
cn find little wo k, and where living is tx 
orbitastly dear. They will have to earn their 
lobefovcwc* ultlmateii; why not btgn now, 
when every kind of labor is in demana and 
briogs good priccr?

Kentucky 
has the constitutional right to manage this 
subject her own way, and she is a fool if she 
ever voluntarily give it away. 

Secession was carried iu the same obetrep- 
erous way, and all political follies run tbe 
same track. Nobody but a man half crazy end 
out of breath sees that the abolition of slavery 
would be an end of trouble with the colored 
population of this State. Ic wculd be only 
the be^innirg. Let those who want to make 
haste to cripple Slate and enhance Federal 
power on a subject in which the States only 
are interested, make haste acd take the entire 
responsibility. 

When the causes of all these calamities are 
removed, we can see if slavery is a burden. If 
it is, the State can get rid of it much more to 
her own interest than to allow a self-opin- 
ionated, self-righteous majority, who strive to 
win credit by a philanthropy very cheap to 
them end costly to other people. 

Bat the majority intend to abolish 3le>very; 
that is, the majority of the free States. Might 
makes right in this case, and we are not only 
to cubmit to the right, but indorse it. We 
are to run at its discretion, and sanction law- 
less and revolutionary determinatiors. 

Tbe Federal Government is going to take 
the negro in band, and do exploits with him 
that will astonish all creation. 

The parly in power will never find out they 
have got the elephant until it is toe late. 
Kentuckiats will let them play thslr own 
pranks and ;not make themselves responsible 
for them.

Who cau tell what in- 
flufcces bach tbings may have upon tha des- 
tinies cf cur country? Wflo knows how 
■uc'i the public displays made in the North 
in honor oi John Brown had to do with 
bringing on our troubles? If we intend to 
show magnanimity, let us begin at once. The 
brave, high-minded man not only never ex- 
ults over a fsllen foe, but ha carefully avoids 
whatever may have the appearance of exulta- 
tion. Who can imagine a Bayard waving his 
banner and shouting over his prostrate antag- 
onist?

Laboring under the confusion, the excite- 
ment, the fatigue, the discomforts, and the 
stains of a week of battles and triumphs, 
can give you but an imperfect outline of the 
many stirrirg events and scenes which have 
been crowded into that time, the mcst memo 
rable iu the annals ot the war, If not among 
the most momentous ia our history. 

PRELUSIVE. 

1 wii;e in Richmond, the capitil cf tho State 
of Virginia, but more to be remembered as 
tbe capital, the stronghold, of the most glgan 
tic and terrible inenrrection of modern times. 
Beneath and around me are the (mouldering 
ruins of whet was ouce a picturesque, thriving 
little city, and more recently a vast arsenal 
and camp, surrounded with all tbe resources 
of defense, and teeming with armed hosts. 
When I consider the struggle, the blood, the 
surf riDg, the labor, the treaeure it has requir- 
ed to do this; how army after army has been 
launched against it, how navies have watched 
it, how we have crawled toward it to fly from 
it again and again, how often we have been 
foiled and disappointed until almost despair- 
ing; when I thinkot tbe wistful gaze of Chris- 
tendom upon the contest, I Involuntarily 
aek myself if I am really here, or if it be not 
an Illusion. To think of the long Hue of vic- 
tory and defeat, tae shame and the exultation, 
the cost, the causes which brought us hither, 
the tragical story which now draws rapidly 
toward its close, I feel how transcendent Is 
the glorious fact, and how Inadequately I 
must neee<s exprma It. Manassas, Cbicka- 
hominy, Fredericksburg, ChanctlJorsville,' 
Antietam, Gettysburg, Spottsylvanis, Cold 
Harbor, Petersburg— what a procession! What 
new luster is added to them by this week's 
wort ! Nevertheless, true it is; Richmond is 
ours, and the stare and stripes are waving 
proudly before me at this moment. The 
struggle of years is decided in days. 

THE CAPTURE. 

The culmination of this protracted contest 
Is happier than could havs been expected 
The prize- Is won with far less effort and cost 
than we have expended in utter and lamenta- 
ble failure. Reputations have been made and 
lost, but none so great as in the fall of Rich- 
mond. This, tioubile's, involves tbe fate of a 
na.im, and tbe welfare of many. It consigrs 
to honor or disgrace thousands who have 
made their greatest eacrifices. 

The campaizn which was begun nearly a 
year ago from the Rapidan, by the Command- 
er- It-CMC, resolved l:self, after much field 
fighting, inio a siege of a single city. Peters- 
bargwasthe aey to Richmond, the door to 
Virginia, a:d tne vital nerve in tbe spine of 
tbe Confederacy. The gates of R chmond flew 
open when our men drove the enemy out of 
the Petersburg forts on Sunday. 

The military problem to be solved was one 
in which there were about equal pluck, dis- 
cipline and soldierly sagacity. The material 
resources, as also the numbers, were in our 
favor. Still it required a superiority of strat- 
egical genius to have forced the enemy to as- 
same a position which must, and did, though 
at the erd of much time ana toil, finally de- 
stroy him. General Grant, therefore, deserves 
the honors he wi'l, doutlesB, receive for hav- 
ing beaten the ablest of the Confederate offi- 
cers, Gen. Lee, in a chosen contest of skill 
r.nd valor. 

THE SIEGE, 

Tbe siege of Petersburg has frequently been 
compare a to "holding Richmond as in a vice " 
The aimile is not good, and it would have 
been much nearer the case to compare it to 
one antagonist trying to clasp in outstretched 
aims the other, who was in turn trying to 
prevent tbe bug. The que, tion was so nar- 
rowed down of late that it became a question 
of the relative length of arms or lines. This 
Btretcbing process had gone oa so lorg and so 
far as to have reached tbe last drgree ot enn- 
i»y on the part of the enemy, and very nearly 
eo to us. With armies that were constantly 
depleted by waste and slaughter, tbe lines also 
bee true oaily longer asd the recruitment more 
unequal. Lee'e lines of defense extended 
irom tbe North road, above Richmond, to tbe 
plank road running southwest from Peters- 
burg. Grant, whose lines, which were, in the 
nature ot things, quite as long, bad still force 
left to attempt to close round the extreme 
right of bis opponent, which L <•, in turn, was 
obliged to resist, cr be eventually starved out. 
In this si uatl 'n, the former was vastly as- 
sisted by the very excellent water bjs3 of 
supp'les and by the assistance of a 
which could protect his fl ink. 

6 HE HID AM TO THE BE8CUR, 

Things w-re in this condition ten days 
ago, when General Sheridan's cavalry fore, 

-IVrr Wins; J.fcsscd *md dieporscd the 

foe in the valley, were called to assist 
in protecting and prolonging t. e other flaik 
of our long line. The promptness of their 
long march, and their readiness for the 
decisive action which followed, are 
worthy of great praise. Hardly had the jtded 
men and horses reached the ground than 
th v were called upon to ad vane j. The first 
task was to strike the plank roau, which they 
did, after a miry march on Wednesday of last 
week, at Dtnwiddie Courthouse, supported 
by Gen. Warren's corps of infantry and artili 
kry. In order to accommodate this extent 
tion, two of the corps composing the army of 
the James, which had held the defenses on the 
north of the Appomattox and the James, were 
called towards Petersburg, leaving behind 
two divisions, or little mora than a strong 
picket guard, to hold the unimportant (if lost) 
line investing Richmond proper. 

THE DEFElfSE8 OF PETKBSBUBG. 
The various devices, inventions and labors 
which could economize men had all been 
tried. Earthworks, forts, abatis, chevaux-de- 
frise, mines, canals, and so on, had ail been 
applied on our side, and to these the rebels 
added torpedoes for the purpose of relieving 
as many men as possible for the decisive 
struggle, whenever It should take place. Gen. 
Lee, whose spy system seems to have been 
very efficient, being promptly apprised of 
every movement on our part, held his reserve 
iu readiness to meet our macBed forces on the 
left. His chain of fort*, stretching around 
Peterseurg tor fully seven miles, must be de 
tended tor contingent attack, and our cavalry 
must, if possible, be prevented from passing 
round to the South Side railroad, and so cut- 
ting off bis supplies. The accounts in detail 
of tbe operations of each portion of the army 
already sent you, can be better understood in 
the light of what hat siace passed. I shall, 
tberetore, glance only at the reunite. 

OPERATIONS C F WEDNESDAY AND THUBSDAT. 

Thus began the contest. The bad roads 
prevented much fighting beyond heavy skir- 
m ; shing on Wednesday and Thursday. Sher- 
idan was confronted by tho whole of Wade 
Hampton (cavalry) and a division under Ma- 
hone (infantry ) The result was that on Fri- 
day, Ssaeridan, after some opposition, had cut 
his way to the railroad and the Appomattox. 
On Thursday night, during a storm and intense 
darkness, tbe rebel pickets, urged, no doubt, 
by the imminence of a struggle, ran into their 
forts reporting an attack, which, spreading 
along the line, soon extended along both lines 
around Petersburg. The cannonading was 
furious, and, seen in the relief ot the black 
storm, was one of the most awfully grand 
scenes imaginable. The Are was kept up 
from the for,s for some hours, when both sides, 
finding that the imaginary toe made no im- 
pression, concluded their enemy respectively 
repulsed. No very great injury or lose was 
sua alned; but it gave rise to an impression in 
Richmond, ard also in New York, we judge, 
that there had been a great battle with terrible 
slaughter. 

THE COMPLETE INVESTMENT. 

On Saturday morning, the lines having been 
closed up, the preparations for a general oom 
bardment and storming having been made, 
the 8jcond, Fifth, Sixth. Ninth 



tbeir way through any po: 
whic'n might develop a promising weakness. 
The attack was ordered and gallantly met, 
and, after varying fortunes, our success seem- 
ed to be doubtful on the left, until Sheridan's 
cavalry, climbing over three successive lines 
of newly- thrown up intreachmeats, were en- 
abled to surround a division or more of the 
enemy, and thus eaabled the troops in ihe vi- 
cinity of Hucner's Rub to bag about 3,000 
prisoners, who surrendered without unusual 
reflstance. 

Many were the lnci 'ents and accidents of 
the day, some of which have already been 
told. The city of Petersburg was evidsntly 
ours at this time. Nothing but Improbable 
luck and miraculous skill could wrest victory 
oat of Grant's hands. The only chance was 
for Lee to assume t^e effetuive, which he did, 
unsuccessfully, twica on that and the succeed- 
ing day 

THE STOBMIMG OF THE FOBTS. 

Stturday gave us possession of a long line 
of tbe reoel works and many prisoners, wiih 
a few fivld pieces. Lee, who bad his nead- 
qaarters about two miles west of Petersburg 
uu Saturday night, was suddenly aroused by 
the charging oi our impetuous trcops, who 
soon possessed themselves of the remainlrg 
earn, works, driving the rebels easily back to 
the maan Ute ot forts which is close to the 
city, and on the extreme left is overlooked by 
the famous Cemetery HDL Hera the final 
stand waa made oa Saturday morning. We 
had takes some prisoners, who expressed the 
demoralized condition of part of Lee's army. 
Our troops were in tbe beat spirits, for tbey 
were under the eye of the Commander-in- 
Chiet, the lucky Meade, and Directly inspired 
by Sheridan, the particularly admired of our 
soldiers, and the parUcoiarly dreaded of the 
rebels. The hour for the storming waa nigh. 
All available troops were brought up oa our 
own side to repair the loaaas of the three pre- 
ceding days through disability and skulkers, 
amounting, of the former, perhaps, to 6,000. 

Tbe moment for desperate trial had come. 
Warren feed been ordereti to report himself to 



General Sheridan, who relieved htm o' 
command shortly afterwards, snd push-, 
ed on the assaulting columns himtelf. 
Generals Park and Wright moved on the forts 
of the right and Gen. O'd alsi attacking on 
the center. Gnflia and Wright's m;n went in 
boldly, not however without mucu slaughter, 
bting more than once chased out of the forts 
they had entered. Qilte a severe struggle 
took place for the large fort, called by the sol- 
diers Fort Damnation, in which for an hour or 
more the aeaailanta were using the opposite 
ends of tbe same lnclcsure. Tbe reserves 
having been well brought up, the final shock 
was delivered and the rtbsls yielded in spots 
easily, and in other places despeia'.ely. The 
result Is known. We held four of the prlnci. 
pal forts at 8 o'clock on Sunday morning. 

THE AUSPICIOUS MOM BET— BBSULT8. 

That was the turning point of the battle. 
Toere was dealt tbe blow which pierced tbe 
heart of the insurrection and which blasted 
the hopes of its leaders. The fortunes of tbe 
Confederacy depended within that hour more 
tnan ever before. Our troops were, of course, 
employed in securing what was gslced, the 
rebels making frantic attempts to regain tbeir 
lest ground. In the afternoon Generals Grant 
and Meade concluded to push the fighting 
while success flushed our spirits and the 
enemy was galled by defeat. One, and then 
two other torts were taken— ihe evldenc s cf 

Svicg way— when nitrut put a step to the 
ay. During the whole afternoon the enemy 
had been fighting and preparing for retreat 
by turns. The city was stripped, the tobacco 
burned, and nex. morning re- 
vealed a complete evacuation ot the place. 

PETERSBURG ABANDONED. 

The morning revealed the extent of the vic- 
tory. The enemy had made a very complete 
and orderly withdrawal, considering his cir- 
cumstances. All the guss for which they had 
horses were drawn off. Many heavy guns in 
the forts were left unspiked. About eighty 
cannon fell into our hands, but little ammu- 
nition and no stoiei worth mention. Oar 
losses during the day were perhaps three 
thousand disabled. The loes of the enemy may 
have been somewhat less, but in prisoners he 
lost largely. We had no general cfflcer of 
high rank among the killed. 

No official reports have yet been sent in to 
General Grant of either the prisoners or loss. 
The bast estimates place the whole number ot 
disabled at less than ten thousand for the four 
days' fighting, many slightly wounded. The 
nnmber of prisoners cannot be accurately 
computed, because it is beirg continually 
swslled by fresh additions. Many bave es- 
caped, though ten thousand had been kept up 
to Monday night. 

PETEBSBUBG. 

The first to enter the city were the troops 
of General Ely, a Michigan regiment planting 
the colon on ten courthouse. The rebels had 
been crossing the Appomattox all night, taking 
the direction of Danville, moving apparently 
in good order. They lett at 6 o'clock as our 
troops were entering on tbe opposite side, 
after endeavoring to destroy the oridge. The 
citizens were endeavoring to extinguish the 
fire when our troops came up and assisted, 
and thus saved the bridge. 

Petersburg presents a wretched appearance. 
The writer followed into the city a few hours 
after its occupation, to flad almost every 
house closed, many of them shot thrcagh by 
shells, many others In ruin. The stores were 
empty and closed. The streets were crowded 
with tbe inhabitants and our soldiers, now 
streaming In at all points. The Inhabitants 
consisted principally of negroes, of whom 
there were vast numbers — a lew abie-bodied 
blacks and a great many decrepid and aged. 

THE f. 1T1ZENS AND SENTIMENT. 

It has been my fortune to enter Bavetal cap 
tured 8oulh' rn cities in company wi'b our 
troops, as well as without them, and Paters- 
burg was only an intensified specimen of the 
wretchedness and dilapidation of the rest 
Most of th". houses were cut of repair; all 
•progress and order has been stopped for years 
Since the investment tbey have had no goods, 
and hardly any provisons. The poorer ciaeies 
were, as usual, glad to see the Union army 
entering. The negroes shouted, gesticula e d, 
and ran hither and thither iu crowds all the 
day long. Mr. Lincoln was now tbe attrac- 
tion, then a brass band, and again some 
drunken soldier. 8»mo effi:trs and privates 
of the Twentieth Michigan nad been rouced in 
charge of tbe Express, whici issued a avian 
edlilon in the eveainr; but it will nqiire a 
better set oi men to d<> justice to such an cc 
caslon than we saw. It was carious to ob- 
serve the few white-bearded old it p?rs, who 
hi»ve been discussing politics lor oaif a life 
time, talk about tbe ways of set' Ijc ihU 
quarrel, as If we were bat jus*, in the mkd'e 
of it. They could hardly mUsalt as possible 
that their confederacy was tumbling abcut 
their ears. 

A VANQUISHED CITT. 
A few of the citlzH s remained, who are for j town 
the most part glad to receive us. Tnere were 
also a Urate proportion of poor women, prlnci 
pally IM9U, seemingly in the utmcs'. ot tutu 
tion, and who were very loud In their wel- 
come. They said they wsre ll'erally starving. 
A quitk eye might have discovered, tlio, 
peering from behind the closed wiudow shut- 
ters, many of the better class of females. 
Tbey looked apprehensive and anxious, rather 
than hostile. And well may we excuse tneir 
trepidation. A vanquished city in the h~nds 
ot an li Aimed and jubilant soldiery is, in 
some respects, a dreadful sight. Some of 
them found liquor-somewhere; others found 
tobacco; and tor one day the streets were lit- 
erally teeming with the evidences ot spoliation 
and license. We heard of no personal ou trage: 
to the people; but as we rode out of the city 
at dark we pitied a thousand times tbe distress 
of an unprotected community who had no

The works around Petersburg arc very 
strorg, and show a beaver like inline try, com- 
blued with great skill and daring. On tbe 
west and south of we town the yllow sand 
has a colossal worm-eaten appearance. Each 
fort has very commodious bomb-proofs and 
little caves for the gunners. The space Inter- 
vening between the two lines, which la some 
placea Is not more than two hundred leet, is 
dotted with little circular pits with a curtain 
of earth, la which tbe pickets on either side 
kept up a constant fusillade. The ehevmue de 
frise or the rebels is of the old sort — a pine 
log twenty or thirty feet long, Into which are 
driven at right-angles sharpened stakes about 
eight feet long, which, when in single or double 
rows, are a terrible obstruction to a charge, 
la the city there are caves, also, in imitation 
of those in Vicksburg.

FAMINE AND WRETCHEDNESS. 

There waa little or nothing to eat in the 
city. Tobacco seemed to be the only tbicv 
plentiful. Bat three thousand hevsoeada of it 
bad vanished in the sin ke of the previous 
day. No other buildings were burned than 
the warehouse, occupy ii g about a block. It 
was not a little singular that the only evi- 
dences of trade we discovered were a few old 
pipes In a window, on which were written the 
incongruous words, pipes and tobacco; axd at 
a drug»store a placard iu the words, "Sand- 
paper and Itch ointment." Petersburg had 
long been a filthy aad poverty-stricken en- 
campment.

find how liberal and kindly our people are 
disposed to treat them. 

Another letter from the army, dated April 
12 b, says the final arrangements for the sur- 
render of L>ie were comp eted yesterday and 
to. day. They are at liocrty to go to their 
homes or elsewhere as they choose. The 
terms GrtANT-ed were certainly very liberal. 

A larg<5 number of officers, together with 
thousands of men of this army, express their 
dissatisfaction, not only st the unprecedented 
liberality granted the rebel army, but in the 
manner in which they were paroled and al- 
lowed to go tbeir way, without our men being 
permitted to enjoy the results of their long 
struggle in passing through the lines of Gen.

There 
was feome 'kirmishlbg between the enemy's 
rear and 3J corps, with the 21 division of cav> 
airy, the result being unimportant, Lt c hud 
intended to KkH back to Burksville, but being 
cut off by cur forces from getting to Buiksi 
ville, he changed his course and started to 
Lynchburg. 

A part of his army passed through Farm- 
ville, on the morning of the 7;h, alter croes 
ing the Appcmatox. The bridges were burr- 
ed, and before our troops could get over the 
enemy had taken a position a mile from the 
river, where they erected works and made a 
stand in order to allow tneir wagon tralnj to 
get out of the way. 

On this side the river, Just ontside cf town, 
i division oi cavalry had taken up position, 
determined to annoy our iront wiiile recon- 
structing the bridge Our men advanced and 
were compelled t j tall back on their supyorts 
iha rebels soon after retired. Taj loss on 
both 6:dcs very li ht. The 21 corps soon after 
crossed the river and pushed on after enemy 
and drove them behind their entrenchmcnta 

Gen Smithe w*s mortally wounded in ieia- 
ing tbe ch2rge. This was a sad loca to tbe 
command, oad every man feels the loss as a 
perscnsl one. A more gallant soldier nover 
served his country; and be not only racked 
high for bravery on the field of battle, but as a 
gentleman and a friend. He was beloved by 
ail who knew him. 

The los« in 2d corps will be about 150, 
mostly ol Smith's corps. 

in tbe morni-ag, before the enemy croesed 
the river, 12 guns were taken from them, and 
afterwards, 6 more and 2.C00 prisoners.

Another letter, dated on tne evening of tbe

Salt as a TooTH-powDEn.— If, while ex- 
amining under the microscope a drop of 
water containing infusoria, you introduce 
a grain of salt, the effect seen will be the 
instantaneous death ef these creatures.
